Hon. David Newlin Pell, of Phila- 


delphia, the candidate of the Repub- 
lican party for Judge of the Supreme

Pennsylvania, was 
born 


.November 4th, 1840, in Buckingham, 
Bucks county, Pennsylvania, where 
bis ancestors settled in 1704. 
He 


belongs to the sixth generation of the 
family, members of which still live 
there. 
He was educated under the 


direction of his father, Joseph Pell, who 
was a distinguished teacher and super- 
intendent of the schools of the County, 
aud who, for fifty years, was actively 
connected with and did much to ad- 
vance the educational interests of the 
State.

suffering losses' in the Peninsula and 
the clouds which so often hung dark 
and threatening during those three 
years of awful strife were lowerino 
from day to day. The holiday aspect 
of the war had long since passed. The 
many defeats which had overtaken the 
Union arms gave fair warning tn those 
about to enlist that the war was a stern 
and awful reality. As soldiers they 
would be called upon to endure hard- 
ship and suffer privation in all its 
forms and possibly meet death face to 
face. 
Their missioo was not merely 


to march gaily to and fro, out of reach 
of harm, and returning after a short 
enlistment, to receive tbe praise and 
honors showered upon some of those 
who bad 
defense. 


It was at this time, with 


wounded constantly returning, 


and sterling qualities of character were 
recognized by Governor Hartranft, who 
appointed him, on May 3rd, 1877, 
Judge of tbe Court of Common Pleaa 
No 2, to fill tbe vacancy occasioned by 
tbe death of Judge Pratt. 


In the following November, as tbe 


sole nominee of both the Republican 
and Democratic parties, be was elected 
to tbe same position for the full term ol 
ten years. When this expired, in 1887 
be was again honored with tbe double 
nomination and a unanimous election. 


But all the civic honors which have 


been bestowed upon Judge Bell have 
never made him uumindfuL Of bis old 
comrades in arms, "tbe boy* in blue." 
During more than a quarter of a cen 
tury he has been an active and en- 
thusiastic member of Post 2 of the 
Grand Army of the Republic. 
In 


addition to bis services in his Post, be 
has brought his splendid attainments 
to the positions of Senior Vice Depart- 
ment Commander and Judge Advocate 
General of the grand Army of the Re- 
public, Department of Pennsylvania. 
He has a large circle of acquaintances 
and friends among the war veterans of 
the Keystone State. 


Such, in brief has been the career of 


a brave and valiant soldier, an upright 
and public-spirited citizen, and a learn- 
ed and able Judge. 
This sketch may 


well conclude with a tribute paid him 
by the Hon. George S. Graham, of 
Philadelphia, upon placing Judge Fell 
in nomination for the supreme bench, 
when he said :

Western newspaper correspondenta have 


for years at liregular Intervals discoursed 
at some length upon the wonders of the Rio 
San Juan, and in the category of the mar- 
T( lous this mountain tributary of the great 
Colorado has taken its place by the side of 
tlio far faroeil and mysterious Glla. The 
cl i ff rains of the SAD Juan valley have been 
tim center of attraction, have been viewed 
from all sides, and their wonders hare been 
told and retold to the world time and time 
anuin. Scientific men have visit«d this re- 
gion, have penetrated southeastern Utah 
ami have considered this valley a place of 
e^iecM interest because these cliff and cave 
dwellings arc probably the oldest in this 
miange conntry, being the first built In 
that mysterious journey southward of • 
•rn-at but unknown people. For 20 year* 
the prospector has followed this bold little 
rh er and gazed with careless unconcern on 
tin- rough and broken walls so full of Inter- 
em to the archcoologlst. 


I Whether this is a region that will ever 
•how rich "paydirt" the writer knows not, 
bnthe can say without hesitation that It 
Is one of the most wildly picturesque and 
beautiful regions In the world. The bleak 
old Navajo mountain rises abruptly and 
tovers like a grim sentinel over the sur- 
rounding mesa, while In a canyon goree 
mure than 8,000 feet below its base the Bw> 
Sun Juan appears like a silver thread. 


'J he Navajo mountain, the jutting buttes 


that, line the canyon's verge, the huge bowl- 
den that are lodged on the canyon's sides 
•nd the straight walls of the canyon proper 
ar<> all points of wonderful interest, for 
thiyare thecanvus upon which aredeplcted 
some of the most strange and beautiful 
pli I ogrnpbs that have ever been discovered 
in (his country. Nearly every bowlder Is a 
pkture gallery, and nearly every smooth 
«ui face is covered with weird and fantastic 
flRurca. 


On the mountain these continue to the 


summit, and as the crowning piece ahuge 
bloi k of sandstone stands on the top, the 
torn sidesprei-entingsinoothsurfaccs. These 
faces are more than 100 feot square, and on 
each face la a picture of the sun, with the 
figure of seven warriors bowed, as to the 
car; h, in prayer. Beneath the warriors are 
innny hieroglyphic characters, probably a 
prtver to tho sun god. 


On n bowlder by the \-crge of a canyon Is 


the iricture of a woman kneeling in prayer 
to t lie sun. 


On one of tho canyon walls, more than 100 


feet from anything that could have fur- 
nished tho barbaric artist a foot or hand 
hold, there is a weird panoramic view in 
thrco scenes. Under a tree n child ia 
sleeping. One little hand lies across its 
brcii'-t, while the other has fallen care- 
lessly by its side. A few feet from the 
•lee] ilng babe a large snake, evidently a 
rattlesnake, is colled to strike. Down the 
can} on toward the west is scene 3. The 
snako is crawling away, and the limbs of 
the i hild are drawn as though in the last 
com ulsions of death. The snake has done 
its d«udly work. Still further down the 
cnn \ on is scene 8. A warrior, evidently the 
fatliir of the child, with one arm clasps 
the dead babe; with the other hand he holds 
a club. Upon his face the rude artist has 
depicted a look of mortal anguish and 
liato A snake lies dead at his feet. This 
in pi nbnbly the most beautiful picture ever 
exct uted by savage hands. 


On one of tho canyon's walls a warrior and 


a maiden are represented, gayly tripping 
aloiiL,- hand in hand, while two doves are 
circling around thoir heads. Pictographs 
of tlmbear—in one place a bear followed by 
two rubs—the dog, the mountain lion and 
the uvtamount aiaall to be found. Many 
of these are evidently of recent date and 
havii probably been executed by the Nava- 
joes, but here and there one meets with a 
dim pictoKraph that bears evidence of great 
age. 


On one wall, in an apparently inaccessible

He Shows • Combination of Over Three 


Million W»j« In Which tho Elementary 
Bounds Which Form the Simple Word 
Soluon May Bo Produced. 
It Is a remarkable feature connected with 


the various spelling reform movements 
that they have all failed, even that father- 
ed by the distinguished phonologist, Alex- 
ander Ellis, and indorsed by the leaders of 
linguistic science—the palreotype—went 
the way of all such schemes and was final- 
ly repudiated by its originator himself. 


The fact is, when the people And that a 


language needs reforming they reform it 
themselves, little heeding the dictums of 
learned societies in the matter. The Eng» 
lish language suits the English speaking 
races. It is adapted to all the requirements 
of the most highly cultivated. In the lan- 
guage of Mark Twain, it is "a language 
that can stand the strain when you want to 
•ay something really worth saying," and 
the great moss of the people object to pay- 
ing a doctor bill where there Is no disease. 
That is why spelling'reform has not suc- 
ceeded. 


Everyone admits that the English lan- 


guage contains irregularities and Incon- 
sistencies. So does every other language. 
80 does the constitution of the vast body of 
human society. Nothing is free from them. 
Our laws, our theology, our medicine, all 
are crude and imperfect. But violent revo- 
lutionary measures are not admissible. Im- 
provements must be made slowly. Tbe 
laws of "natural selection and the survival 
of the fittest" operate here as in the rest of 
nature's vast domain. 


The great error of the spelling reformers 


lies in the assumption that spelling is a log- 
ical process. It is really on exercise of the 
memory. A word is apprehended as a 
whole, not as a collection of individual 
Joints. When we write a word, we do not 
consider it as composed of letters. 'It is to 
us simply the picture of an idea, and ihe ac- 
curacy of our spelling depends upon the 
vividness of the image ia our memory. It 
is an axiom in psychology that the sim- 
pler faculties attain a more perfect develop- 
ment than the complex. 


Is it reasonable to suppose that in cases 


where the basic faculty of memory Is so 
poorly developed that the subject spells cat 
with a k the judgment can have reached 
that stage of perfection which is required 
to carry on the processes of inductive and 
deductive reasoning in a satisfactory man- 
ner?

Roofs In the Tropics. 


In the interior of Ceylon the natives fin- 


ish walls ,md roofs with a paste of slaked 
lime, gluten and alum, which glazes and is 
so durable that specimens three centuries 
old are now to be seen. On the Malabar 
coast the flat bamboo roofs are covered 
with a mixture of cow dung, straw and 
clay. This is a poor conductor of heat and 
not only withstands the heavy rains to a 
remarkable degree, but keeps the hut cool 
In hot wather. In Sumatra the native 
women braid a coarse cloth of palm leaves 
for the edge and top of thereof. Sharks' 
skins form the roofs of fishermen in the 
Andaman islands. The Malays of Malacca, 
Sumatra e nd Java have a roofing of attaps, 
pieces of palm leaf wickerwork, about i) 
feet by 2 in size and an inch thick, which 
are laid like shingles and are practically 
waterproof The Arabs of the East Indies 
make a durable roofing of slaked lime, 
blood and cement. Europeans sometimes 
use old suils—made proof against water 
mold and insects by paraffin and corrosive 
sublimate—for temporary roofs.—Waver- 
ley Magazine.
